•Sllke h»Te helped In making this celebra- 
tion day one long to be remembered. 


Marching companies of formers, me- 


chanic i and shop people came by the 
hundreds afoot to Canton and formed at 
the public square. Then special trains, 
of which ore* fifty were scheduled, began 
arriving.

PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 18.—The storm

A Burglary Attempted at Millers Falls

The safe in Reed's meat market at

between two rooms demoralized. Nearly 
every window in the lower part of the 
building was shivered to atoms.

at floO.

tribute! to the cars, which are switched 
around the yard more or less every night. 
The burglars were evidently frightened 
more than anyone else by their own noise 
and probably left immediately, as noth- 
ing was missed when the discovery ot tbe 
wreck was made in the morning.

"Monte Cristo." 


The Monte Cristo of James O'Neill is 


too familiar to most of us to make a de- 
scription of it particularly interesting. 
The dramatization of Dumas fascinating 
story has bean as well done as could have 
been hoped foe perhaps and yet the scenes 
of splendor, the tragic situation,the heroic 
struggles andinteneq displays of worthy 
and unworthy passion lose much of their 
power when transferred from the story 
wrought imagination, where for days and 
by the midnight lamp the heart of tbe 
reader has been moved and won by tbe 
story and impossible character of Edmond 
Dantes. to the- dusty stage boards and to 
actual living men and women, especially 
if there are any of them who talk as 
machinery runs, either as well oiled ma- 
chinery right straight along, or as ma- 
chinery that is bound to make a noise 
about it whether It is doing anything very 
important or not. 


O'Neill is an artist and a man of almost 


hypnotic power over his company as wel1 
as his audience evidently. At least sev- 
eral members of the company seem to be 
so influenced by their idol and instructor 
as to make it almost impossible Cor them 
to avoid attempts at imitating him, and 
their attempts are so uniformly alike as 
to remind one ot a class. of students in 
dramatic art. la some case i also there is 
a tendency to give undue importance to 
commonplace utterances. For instance, 
in the first act before they get down to 
serious business, there is an almost ludi- 
crous vehemence and mouthing of words, 
a rolling of tbe tragic K. and a hissing of 
the scornful a 
This, however, is very 


unlike O'Neill, being more like actors 
who have good material in them but who 
need to understand that so tar as their 
parts are concerned the audience would 
rather know distinctly what they are 
talking about, than how passionately and 
rapidly they can announce tbeir missions. 
A most agreeable exception to all this 
was the naturalness and really artistic 
work of the old inn keeper, who was an 
artist In a very difficult and hazardous 
role. 


Tbe scenic effects were striking and 


well handled, in some scenes very beauti- 
ful, unusually so for a travelling company 
on a small stage. Tae costumes were 
handsome and elegant, those intended to 
be so, while the others were exceedingly 
well adapted to their purposes. But In 
some cases the good clothes seemed too 
impressive to their wearers and fierce 
mustaches were donned and worn rather 
emphatically perhaps, and that nose of 
the old Jew pedler might have been cur* 
tailed and refitted to advantage. 


There were many striking tableaux in 


the production and all of thorn were good, 
the most artistic being that in which the 
diamond was being shown by Monte 
Criato to the awe-strfoken Innkeeper and 
his mercenary 
wife. The poses, sur- 


roundings and expressions in this scene 
must have been conceived by an artist 
and were worthy of preservation upon an 
important canvas painted by a master 
hand. 


The audience was a large and good one 


and it was refreshing to sen and hear a 
local audience giving expressions of ap- 
preciation of meritorious work that was 
affording it pleasure.

Caucuses Held Wednesday and 


Thursday Nights Over- 
whelmingly Assure It. 


GOOD MAJORITY FOR WRIGHT. 


The Eastern Part or the State Responds 


Nobly to the Demand for Cmn». Berk- 


shire Appears toGlv««SolJd Dele- 


gation for Wright. All Counties 


Give Him Delegates. 


Tbe results of tHe caucuses belrt Thurs- 


day night with those of the ntcht before 
show that Winthrop Murray Crat.o will 
have about 1500 delegates in the conven- 
tion while only 1002 are required so that 
his nomination is assured by att over, 
whelming majority. 


At the head of our next Republican 


state ticket will be tbe names of Wolcott 
and Crane and they will be elected by 
probably the largest majority that Massa- 
chusetts has ever given for any men. Tbe 
victory of the popular Berkshire man 
will be the most emphatic and complete 
that has ever been won by a candidate 
for Lieutenant Governor in the' state-, 
emphatic because such unusual methods 
were used in the attempt to defeat him 
that it made the campaign the most con- 
spicuous ever known in Massachusetts 
for this office; complete because bis ma- 
jority will be so large In the convention 
and because it comes from all parts of I tie 
commonwealth. 


Mr. Crane would never have consented 


to have his name used had ho not been 
strongly urged to do so by those who be- 
lieved they knew the strength ot the de- 
mand for him. After bo had consented 
the wildest, most exaggerated statement* 
about opposition to hint were circulated 
and means of the most despicable char, 
acter were used in the attempt to injure 
his candidancy. His own course in Itae 
campaign has been jutt. what could have

Wright on the first ballot.

IVHY HAVE ANY PRINTED BALLOTS IN 


ANY CAUCUS? 


Now that our caucuses hove teen beld, 


and fairly too, a <ritiri«m of one feature 
or our present caucus methods, will not 
be construed as personal criticism of any 
c ndiddte's method' and especially as 
tlie feature we here question u> entirely 
!<••;»! a:id so was legally useu in Wednes- 
d iy evening's caucuses. 


Tde use of the undesiiriiatsd printed lists 


o' delegates in a caucus is an action that 
dt prives many voters of expressing their 
c lucus preferences. Whetuer or not the 
printed ballot absolutely and necessarily 
bars free expression of the caucus atten- 
dant is not the point we now urge. 
But 


v e do s»y, and every voter familiar with 
our caucuses will say it with us,that the on- 
designated 
printed ballot with dele- 


gates names does in actual practice d«~ 
jirive many voters of intelligent action at 
the caucus. That if to say, these ballots are 
blind to all except the few who make 
them up or to their friends who have 
l>uen given the secret. 


Who attended a caucus in North Adams 


"Wednesday evening that did not hear 
uome one ask: "What does this ballot 
mean—who Is it for?" "Isn't there any 
other ballot?" There was no one to an- 
swer and the questioner could vote the 
printed ballot or not vote at all. 


Was this fair? Was this the intent and 


purpose of that caucus? Did it allow in- 
telligent and free choice? Not a bit of it. 
It was an advantage taken by those in- 
terested in securing office for themselves 
or friends. 


It may be answered that every one has 


the right to bring in a printed list and 
that it is any voter's own fault If the list 
of delegates he prefers is not on a printed 
ballot, for he has the right to have It 
there and can have it there if be will only 
attend to it. That sounds well, but in 
fact it amounts to nothing. Most men 
are about their own usual business before 
the caucuses are held. They have not 
the time to make up delegate lists and the 
trouble attendant upon it. They feel that 
can be done on caucus night, for that is 
just what caucus night Is for. And be- 
cause they have not taken the same in. 
tense interest as the office-seekers and 
prepared printed ballots this is no rea- 
son why they should not have freert 
choice and choice the evening they do 
give up to caucus. And at present they 
certainly do not, except where the printed 
ballots are known to all to be for certain 
candidates, and that is very seldom—only 
when a most intense ante-caucus canvass 
bas been made. 


There are several possible remedies for 


this unfair feature of the caucus—perhaps 
Uot perfect remedies but partial at least. 


If a list has been prepared in the inter- 


ests of some certain candidate let that fact 
be designated on the ballot. If there be a 
list of unpledged delegates let that fact be 
designated. These remedies would give 
the caucus voter a guide for action. 


But better still. Keep out of tbe caucus 


the printed fixed-op ballot. Let delegates 
be nominated by voice, or a list of dele- 
gates b* to nominated In the caucus. 
Then when nominations have ceased let 
'he chairman of the caucus call for a 
ballot, the delegates to be chosen from 
those nominated In tbe caucus, and each 
voter to vote for as many delegates as the 
ward Is entitled to for the convention 
designated, and then let the men be 
declared elected delegates who are highest 
in the vote to the number of delegates the 
ward is entitled to. 


This plan will take more time. Pencils 


•nd paper will be necessary, and perhaps 
•worn clerks will have to write tbe ballots 
for some who cannot express their prefer- 
ences in written English. 
But it will 


take only a little more time, and the can- 
cases' choice of delegates will mean the 
voters' choice. 
Every voter at a caucus 


will th.en have had his uutrammeled vote, 
and he will know whom the delegates are 
for, if not by their own declaration or the 
declaration of those who nominate them, 
then by the known preferences of the 
men who nominate them. 


Is not this plan fairer, better and more 


In the spirit of what a caucus is for and in 
the spirit of institutions supposed to rest 
on the free and intelligent action of 
voters? 


A POLITICAL CANVASS THAT TELLS. 


They have a way of making a political 


canvass in Indiana, that is so thorough 
and so sure that the result of an election 
can be foretold with almost absolute pre- 
cision. A canvass is almost as certain as 
•lection returns, and the canvass there 
has become so popular with party mana- 


gers that it will not be strange'If some 
system similar to that of Indiana's Is not 
generally in operation In all the states 
before long. 


Two canvasses of tbe presidential situa- 


tion have been made this campaign 
already, one witbin a few days and tbe 
other last May. The enrollment just 
completed is what is known as sixty-day 
canvass. There were shown to be many 
changes, and the figures of May were 
greatly reduced. 
A majority of about 


20,000 over tbe populist-Democratic ag- 
gregation wa», however, ascertained. 
About 25,000 Democrats who have not yet 
decided how they will vote wtre counted 
against. McKinley. 


This system of canvassing as given hy 


the Indianapolis papers to an follows: 
The Republican state machine is con- 
ducted with ereat precision. There is a 
member of the state committee from each 
congressional district. 
In each pne of 


these there is a district committee, of 
which tho state- committeemac is chair 
man." 


In addition there i» a county committee, 


composed of one man from each precinct, 
who it elected by the party voters of tbe 
precinot. There Is also a precinct com- 
mittee. In tbe rural districts tbe precincts 
are sub-divided into small areas, generally 
of twenty voters each. 


In a city there is a oommlttoeman to 


each block. The latter are called neigh- 
borhood committeemen, and each one of 
them has a printed form filled out with 
the name of every voter In his jurisdiction. 
He knows each voter personally, and it is 
his duty personally to interrogate each 
individual voter. 


On election day he sees that tbe voters 


goto tbe polls, furnishes a carriage, if 
necessary, or arranges any of those mys- 
tcrioui little transactions not infrequent 
in politics-particularly the politics of 
Indiana. 


It iu«.v be seen that by this organization 


8 neighborhood comniitteemen* can go 
over his territory in a day, and bis report 
may reach tbe headquarters of the state 
centra: committee in less than a week. 


Of the sentiment in Pittafield the cor" 


respondent, of the Springfield Union says: 
"It there was any lurking sentiment any- 
where for Senator Dana Malone as candi 
date in the First congressional district, it 
certainly did not show itself last night 
and, 
as was stated in tbit morning's 


Union, A. B. Wright of North Adams has 
every delegate from this city and the 
rumored inroads of Malone did not and 
will not materialize here and apparently 
nowhere in Berkshire, so think Plttsfield 
Republicans." 


Hon. Ashley B. Wright of North Adams 


should receive the vote of every Berk- 
shire delegate in the 
congressional 


convention. 
The fact that some one 


else wants his place is no reason 
why he should be put aside. 
He bas 


done good service and is fairly entitled to , 
a renomlnation. If nominated, the voterj ' 
of the district will show by the size of his 
majority that they approve of the choice.

SHOWS CLEARLY THAT FREE SILVER 


WOULD MEAN RUIN TO INDUSTRY. 


threat to Put the United States on the 


Silver Ba»l« Would Cause BuiineM Stag- 
nation—Mr. Bryau'i Schem* to Throw 
the Country Into JTIt» So That He Can 
Try HlH Sixteen to On* Qnack Medicine- 
Evil Effect* of the Free Coinage Agita- 
tion Already Manifest. 
Hon. Carl Sohnrz, ex-secretary of the 


interior, addressed an immense audience 
in Central Music hall, Chicago, on 
Sept. 6. Speaking of a possible free sil- 
ver victory he said. 


Consider what the immediate conse- 


quencos -would be if Mr. Bryan were 
elected president, with a congress to 
match. 
Mr. Bryan would of course be 


anxious to have his free coinage law 
enacted, but that could not be, even if 
he called n» extra session of congress, 
nntil some time in April or May, five or 
six months after the day of election. 
But as soon as on the 4th of Kovember 
the result of the election was announced 
everybody would know that the parity 
of gold and silver would not be main- 
tained. 


It having been mode certain by Mr. 


Bryan's election that the parity of gold 
and silver would not be maintained, 
there wonld be a rush upon the treaa- 
nry for the gold in it by persons hold- 
ing greenbacks entitled to redemption, 
and the gold reserve wonld be exhaust- 
ed in a twinkling. Gold will instantly 
disappear from circulation, to he hoard- 
ed or exported. Why will it disappear? 
Because every sensible person when 
making a payment will prefer to make 
it in the less valuable dollar and hold 
the more valuable gold dollar back for 
more profitable use. Gold will there- 
fore quickly rise to a premium, and we 
Khali be on the silver basis long before 
a free coinage law can be enacted. Our 
daily transactions in buying and sell- 
ing, in paying and receiving wages, 
will no longer be carried on npon the 
basis of the gold dollar worth 100 cents, 
but of the silver dollar worth CO cents 
or thereabout, for the government will 
no longer hold np the silver dollar to 
the value of the gold dollar. 


The quantity of gold vanishing from 


circulation will amount to-about $COO,- 
000,000, the disappearance of which 
will make a tremendous hole in the 
volume of our currency. Bnt, says the 
silver man, there will be free silver 
coinage to fill the gap promptly with 
coined silvpr or silver certificates. Oh, 
no, my fellow suSerurs. The disappear- 
ance of gold will happen promptly after 
the election of Mr. Bryan, and there 
will not possibly be any free coinage of 
silver for at least six mouths, and it 
will require a great many more mouths 
to fill a gap of $000,000,000. 


What will happen meanwhile? The 


St. Louis Globe-Democrat reports Mr. 
Bryan to have said some time ago: "I 
think it—meaning the victory of tho 
free coinage movement—will cause a 
panic. But the country is in a deplor- 
able condition, and it will take extreme 
measures to restore it to a condition of 
prosperity." Whereupon tho St. Louis 
paper pointedly remarks, "Evidently 
Mr. Bryan has heard of the doctor Nvho 
always threw his patient into fits before 
administering any curative medicine." 
Just so. 


How, then, would Mr. Bryan's "fit" 


work? The sudden disappearance of our 
gold from circulation would produce 
the most stringent contraction of (ho 
currency on record. Business men who 
owe money and at the Raruo timo have 
money due them will be forced to col- 
lect that money by every means at their 
disposal. Nobody will be inclined to 
lend out any money except upon extraor- 
dinary security. The banks will nat- 
urally consider it their duty to keep 
themselves strong, and therefore to call 
in loans and to restrict their discounts 
and advances to business men with the 
utmost caution. 
Business establish- 


ments, 
manufactories, 
mercantile 


houses, unable to get the money for meet- 
ing their obligations, will by the hun- 
dreds sncfuuib to their embarrassments 
and tumble down like a row of bricks, 
Others will cautiously restrict their op- 
erations to the narrowest possible limit, 
and wage earners by the thousands will 
lose their employment and be turned 
into the street. 


How c»n •! foretell these things with 


so much assurance? Because they have 
already cast their shadows before. Do 
yon remember the crisis of 1898, when 
the silver basis was in sight? And 
now again the mere apprehension of 
• possibility of Mr. Bryan's election 
and of the consequent slipping of our 
country upon the silver basis has al- 
ready caused untold millions of our 
securities t'o be thrown npon the 
market in Europe as well as bore. 
Scores of business orders are already 
recalled, a large number of manufac- 
turing establishments have already 
stopped «* restricted their operations, 
enterprise is already discouraged and 
nearly paralyzed, many works of public 
utility by industrial or railroad com- 
panies have already been ordered off, 
thousands of workingmen are already 
thrown out of employment, gold is al- 
ready being hoarded, capital is already 
being sent out of the country to be in- 
vested in Europe for safety. 


And why all tins? Not, as the silver 


men foolishly pretend, because the ex- 
isting gold standard, has made money 
soaroe, for capital is lying idle in heaps, 
scores npon scores of millions, fairly 
yearning for safe employment. 
No. 


A»k those concerned why ail this hap- 
pens, and with one voice they will tell 
yon it is because they apprehend serious 
danger to every dollar ventured out 
through the change of our standard of 
value .in pros,peot, through the debase- 
ment of our currency threatened by the 
free silver coinage movement. And if 
these are the effects of a mere appre- 
hension of a pcssibility, what would !>e 
the effect of tho event itself? 


A PLAIN TALK TO WORKINGMEN. 


The A B C of the Silver Question. 
Let us not get mixed np with com- 


plex matters in connection^ with the free 
•ilver idea. 


Let us not befog onr brain with ar- 


guments about the crime of 1878 or 
bother with the many theories which 
the advocates of free silver are giving us. 


Bnt let us take a common sense view 


of the situation. 


Now, to start with; 
Suppose Bryan was elected and the 


free coinage act had been paused and 
that free coinage was an actual fact 


Suppose that silver could be taken to 


the mint and coined into silver dollars 
at the ratio of 18 to 1. 


How would that affect us? 
We haven't got any silver bullion. 
A whole lot of people who own silver 


mines have it, and so they could have 
it coined into 16 to 1 dollars, but not 
Coving any ourselves we could not have 
A solitary, single dollar coined under the 
free silver act.

silver mine owners and others who had 
silver took it all to Washington or Phil- 
adelphia or to some other United States 
mint and had it coined into 16 to 1

Suppose so much had been coined that 


all the silver in the world was made 
Into 16 to 1 dollars, and 


Suppose that every one of these dol- 


lars was piled in one heap right on the 
next block, and 


Suppose every single one of them was 


worth 100 cents here and everywhere. 


What goocbwonld they do us unless 


we had something we could trade by 
which we could get one? 


Well, we have something to trade; 


everybody has. 


Some have labor, so much for a dollar. 
Some have lumber, so much for a 


dollar. 


Some have sugar or potatoes or hams 


or coal or something else, all so much 
for a dollar. 


We have advertising and subscrip- 


tions, so much for a dollar. 


When we want one of those silver 


dollars, we cannot go and take it. They 
don't belong fo ns. They belong to the 
men who took the silver to the mint to 
be coined. 


If we took one, it would be stealing. 
If we asked for one for nothing, it 


would be begging. 


If the owners gave us one for nothing, 


it wonld be a gift. 


If we borrowed one, it would cost ns 


interest, and so 


Most of ns, to get one, must trade la- 


bor, lumber, sugar, coal, advertising or 
something to get it. 


This is absolutely and honestly so, 


isn't it? 


Well, being so, why do we take any 


chances on the dollar? 


We can get gold now. 
It is worth 100 cents on a dollar 


everywhere. 


So we have supposed the silver to be, 


but 


Suppose it isn't. 
What then? 
What is the use of taking a chance 


unless we can do better? A silver dol- 
lar won't bo worth more than 100 cents, 
will it? 


We are getting that npw. 
Let well enough alone. 
Some say duty compels a Democrat to 


back up and vote for a Democrat, 
you 


have Bryan's word that he is no Demo- 
crat. Let him deny that he said it. 


Some say tt is pretty bad now. We 


might as well take a chance. It can't 
bo \vorso 


What kind of tomfoolery is this? 
Are, things bad in a business way? 
Lot us tell you something to try. 
Vote down this crowd of repudiate™. 
Tell the world in trumpet tones in 


November that we want the best money, 
that we will take no other, and business 
will revive. 


Let the capital out that Bryan and 


his followers have scared nnder cover, 
and prosperity will come.—Lumber 
Trade Journal.

FRUIT FOR WINTER USE. 


'A Method of Canning Deaeribed la Oood 


HonMkeoplng. 


There are two distinct methods of 


preparing fruit for winter use—canning 
and preserving. Both have their advo- 
cates and merits. A knowledge of each 
ia necessary where much fruit is to ba 
prepared, as some fruits are best canned 
and others beat preserved. Old house- 
keepers who are used to preparing fruits 
"pound for pound" look jometimes 
with disfavor upon the newer method of 
canning, which requires less sugar and 
more cooking and keeps tho fruit more 
nearly in its natural shape. Perfect jars 
must bo used, both for canning and pre- 
serving, and great care must be taken 
iii sealing them so that they are per- 
fectly airtight. The fruit mnet be of 
the best, the sirup of right proportions 
aud boiling hot and the jars filled to 
the brim. 


To can fruit, pack it in jars. Make a 


simp of sugar and water, using the 
proportions for different frnite given be- 
low. Fill the jars three-qiwrters full 
with boiling sirup. 
Put the covers on 


without robbers and do not screw them 
tight. Place the jars, resting on a rack 
or bits of porcelain, in a boiler of tepid 
water, which should reach marly up to 
tho necks of the jars. When the water 
begins to boil, allow time for cooking, 
according to the table given later. Take 
cot.the jars, remove the covers and fill 
to the brim with extra bailing hot 
sirup. Put on the rubbers and screw on 
tho covers as tightly nu possible. If the 
jars are turned bottom upward after se- 
curely sealing them, an imperfect one 
will betray itself by allowing drops of 
juice to escape. 


Pint jars with wide necks nre con- 


venient to use, as a pint of fruit is usu- 
ally enough for one serving in a small 
family. If the sirup gives out, use boil- 
ing water to fill the jars, so that all air 
may be excluded. Canned fruit should 
be opened an hour or more before serv- 
ing, so that the nir may penetrate It. In 
addition to the foregoing Good House- 
keeping gives the following useful rules 
for quantities and time: 


The amount of sugar to a quart jar of 


quinces, 10 ounces; peaches, 6 ounces; 
Bartlett pears, 8 ounces; Email, sour 
pears, whole, 8 ounces; pineapples, 8 
ounces; erabapples, 8 ounces; plums, 8 
ounces. 


Use one cupful of water to each quart 


of small, juicy fruit, and two cnpfuls 
of water for large fruit. Make a little 
extra sirup with which to fill up the 
jars. Boil plums 12 minutes; Bartlett 
pears (halves), 20 minutes; small pears 
(whole), 80; poaches (halves), 
10; 


peaches (whole), 20; pineapples (sliced), 
15; erabapples (whole), 35.

official report the Texas did not strike 
a rock, but went ashore on a sandy 
bottom and is apparently not injured 
!iu the least. It took four tuga to pull 
her off, bat this work was accomplished 
after half an hour's steady strain. The 
'battleship was hard and fast aground 
for about eight hours. It was at first 
supposed that she had struck upon a 
ledge and was fast amidships, but thia 
was found to be s mistake by a diver 
who went down to inspect her hull 
aoon after she struck. The point at 
which she struck was a sandy ridge 
between the ledges which abound in 
the vicinity, hence she was not punc- 
tured, nor was she badly bruised, but 
there was great danger that she would 
be strained as the tide receded, it hav- 
ing been about half ebb when sho 
struck. According to the official state- 
ment the battleship settled easily into 
the bar as the water receded, and it is 
thought she suffered comparatively no 
damage. A thorough inspection of the 
hull will, however, be made and the 
exact condition of tbe vessel reported 
to tbe navy department.
